Wasnincton, March 28.—[Special.]—The 
talk about the possibility of making Mr.

THE TELEGRAPH BILL. 


The President of the Western Union Before 
the Committee. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Dr. Norvin Green, 
president of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, addressed the senate committee on 
interstate commerce this morning on the 
Spooner interstate telegraph bill. He said he 


did not appear to oppose a fair and reasonable- 


enactment for the regulation of the telegraph. 
If the telegraph was commerce in a cunstita- 
tional sense and the supreme court had de- 
cided that its business is commerce, then there 
could be no question of the power of congréss 
to enact such. a law as that proposed. Ordit 
narily his company would desire to be le- 
alone, but under the circumstances it was not 
averse to such an enactment as proposed, 
with certain objectionable features stricken 
out. He was led tothis conclusion from the 
fact that his company owns and operates 
four-fifths, perhaps seven-eighths, of all the 
telegraphs in the United States and is, there- 
fore,.an apparent monopoly, while in point of 
fact ithas no exclusive franchises—no legal 
privileges—that anybody else can not get. Ele- 
mentary patents have expired and except as to 
gome improved methods anybody might build 
and operate telegraph. But the  tel- 
egraphs had drifted into a combination, not 
from the grasping efforts of any one man, or 
set of men, but from the neccssitous laws of 
trade. The committee would appreciate the 
economy of the consolidation of telegraph in- 
terests. Business was done better and cheaper, 
but because business had gone almost entirely 
into the hands of one company, there appeared 
to be a proper reason why the govern- 
ment should rvene and see that 
the public was progected from imposition. The- 
Western Union company was not. here to op- 
pose that. The company hoped to be able, by 
a thorough investigation, to disabuse the pub 
lic mind of many great errors that had been so 
actively propagated. As to the number of 
things connected with the telegraph, one was 
as to the cost of the property. The poopie had 
an idea that telegraphs could be built for little 
ornothing. He believed that the Western 
ee property could not be duplicated for its 
cost. 

Senator Cullom—Do you mean to say that 
your property cost $80,000,000 ? 

Dr. Green—Yes, I mean to say that it could 
not be reproduced for that sum. 

Senator Hiscock inquired as to the extent to 
which the government would necessarily have 
to co-operate with private corporationsadn order 
to reduce expenses down to the point where 
Service was rendered by the Western Union. 

Dr. Green replied that the Western Union 
had over 16,000 oftices. At least 12,000 of these 
was operated by railroad companies, and of 
these 12,000 there was a very small per centage 
Which would not be deficit offices if the West- 
érn Union had to hire operators. Coming to 
What he described as objectionable features of 
the bill reported by the postoflice committee, 
he first took up the arbitrary section relative 
to the handling of messages according to the 
time of their receipt. He said that in smaller 
Offices that rule could be easily observed, but 
it was not so in larger offices like New York 
With 150 wires. One operator might work 
faster than another and it would almost 
impossible to exactly distribute the mes- 
Bages and keep them in _ their precise 
order. Therefore he believed ‘that section 
Should be qualitied by the addition of the 
Words, ‘‘as near as possible.” The general 
Scope of the section forbidding discrimination 
in forwarding a message also sufficiently cov- 
ered the case, without specific requirement. 
As to the long and short line clause, he said 
in answer to the question that no higher tariff 
Was charged between points on lines from

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The Inquiry Committep Addressed by an 
Indianian. 2 


WasHtncton, March 28.—Senator Hale’s 
committee to inquire into the workings of the 
civil service law was addressed this morning 
by William Dudly Faulke, president of the 
Indiana civil service reform association, on 
the condition of the civil service in his state, 
his testimony being the resuit of investigations 
made, and aflidavits taken by his association, 
He described the sweeping removals made by 
Postmaster Jones, of Indianapolis, and avow- 
als by that official that none but democrats 
would be appointed regardless of civil service 
examinations. He detailed defects in 
the service which resulted. For e6x- 
ample, three weeks elapsed between the 
mailing and delivery of drop letters; carriers 
were appointed who could not read addresses 
on letters; letter boxes were left unvisited 
until they were filled to overflowing; a mail 
car was sent from Indianapolis to LaFayette 
with no messenger aboard, and alithe mail 
was brought back to Indianapolis; the assist- 
ant postmaster, witness was informed, had 
previous to his appointment by Jones, been 
connected with a gambling house. 

Witness described an investigation made by 
himself resulting in the discovery that out of 
136 cases of suspension—all, or nearly all, 

residential postmasters—only two were ever 
informed of the charges or reason 
for removal. Witness called upon the 
president and found that he knew of these re- 
movals. The president said it was impossible 
to let the parties know the charges. Todo so 
would giv ch removals the character of ju- 
dicial proceedings and that would be impossi- 
ble. The president expressed the hope that 
the association would go slow as he had great 
difficulty in bringing some of his party up to 
his ideas of civil service reform ma that Indi- 
ana was a pretty bad state. 

Mr. Faulke stated that Postmaster Jones, of 
Indianapolis, had said to two members of his 
(Faulke’s) committee that he would not ap- 
point republicans even if they passed examina- 
tion, no matter how they stood; that they 
would not appoint them because they were re- 
publicans. 

The ch~irman asked: ‘‘What is your view of 
the ope ation of civil service reform in Indi- 
ana ?”’ 

Witness—‘‘ Well, we have not had any civil 
service reform in Indiana.’’

MAPPING OUT THE WORK. 


The House Committee on Rules Make As- 
signments. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The house com- 
mittee on rules met today and agreed upon a 
report which will, if adopted by the house, dis- 
pose of all of the time of that body now open 
to general business during the next two weeks. 
Certain leading republicans had announced 
their intention to defeat all special orders or 
assignments of days to committees until the 
senate direct tax bill should have been acted 
upon in the house. From today’s action of the 
rules committee it appears that it was agreed 
to assign Tuesday and Wednesday-of the week 
to the judiciary committee upon condition 
that the direct tax bill be the first measure 
taken up, after which other judicial bills may 
be considered. The commerce committee will 
be given Thursday and Saturday of next week 
and the committee on military affairs will be 
allowed the time afforded by the two evening 
sessions. The following week separate days 
will be assigned to the vommittees on agricul- 
ture, public lands, and territories. Tho last 
named committee will call up the territorial 
bill during its day, and willalso be allowed 
two night sessions for the consideration of 
territorial measures. 


SLNT BACK TO QUARANTINE, 


A French Steamship Allowed to Enter New 
York Harbor too Early. 


New York, March 28.—The French steam- 
ship Britannia arrived Monday. She had 550 
steerage passengers. One passenger died on 
the voyage from smallpox. The ves#l was 
detained at quarantine for twenty-four hours. 
Dr. Smith then gave her a clear bill of health 
and she went to Brooklyn. The board of health 
of that city had her hauled out and she anchored 
off Liberty Island. The board of health of 
this city issued orders that no passengers 
would be allowed to leave the ship, and Super- 
intendent of police Murray ordered Captain 
Smith, of the police steamer patrol, to pre- 
vent friends of re ny boarding the ship. 
About 1,000 Italians were on the sea wall at 
the battery this morning, and when they 
learned that their friends were not to be 
landed, they paddled out in small boats. The 
police kept them at a safe distance. Drs, Ed- 
son and Nagle visited the ship this morning and 
decided that the dangerous period had not yet 
passed. The vessel will be sent back to quar- 
antine, and Dr. Smith will be called upon to 
explain why he allowed the vessel to pass.

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‘DRAPED IN MOURNING. 


The Solemn Services In the 


CapitorYesterday. 
FUNERAL OF THE LATE CHIEF JUSTICE 


The Procession to the Capitol—Services in the 
Hall of the House—The March to the 
Depot—Other Incidents. 


WaAsuINGTON, March 28,—The remains of 
the late Chief Justice Waite were removed 
from the family residence, on I street, between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth, to the capitol at 
11:30 o’clock this morning. They were ac- 
companied by his relatives, asscciated justices 
and their families, officiating clergymen, 
seven in number, officers of the supreme court, 
representatives of the different bodies of which 
the deceased was a member, and numerous 
friends. There were no services at the house, 
and the arrangements were of the simplest 
and quietest character, .The cortege pro- 
ceeded to the capitol by way of Fourtecth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue. 

At the east front of the capitol several hun- 
dred people had congregated before noon and 
taken their places on either side of the en- 
trance tothe building. The grand stairway 
and rotunda had been cleared of every one, ex- 
cept policemen, who maintained order. 
rena te at noon, without music or ostenta- 
tious display, the first of the line of carriages 
drew up at the curb and the undertaker, with 
his assistants, stepped out, bearing a great 
wreath of white and yellow roses. viscopal 
clergymen, Drs. Leonard, Mott and Soatuy, 
accompanying Bishop Paret, next alighted and 
climbed the stairway, clad in their white sur- 
plices. The body bearers—all messengers of 
the supreme court—and the hearse rext 
drew up, and while the casket was 
being withdrawn, justices of the 
court, wearing their black silk 
robes, took their places on the sidewalk, headed 
by Marshal Wrieht and Clerk McKinney. 
Slowly the remains were borne into the capitol, 
followed by the justices as honorary pall- 
ers.. The casket was heavily draped in rich 
black cloth, crossed with slendes palms and 
laden with wreathes of fragrant roses and 
stately lilies. Following clese behind were 
members of the family of the deceased, the 
wives and families of the justices of the su- 
preme court, friends of the family, and finally 
the colored family servants. A temporary hait 
was made in the rotunda, where the commit- 
tees of the senate and house awaited the re- 
mains, in order to allow justices of the supreme 
court to take their places around the casket, 
and again the line of march was resumed, and 
the casket borne into the house. 

The senate met at 11:30 this morn- 
ing. After prayer by the chaplain, the 
clerk of the house mppearee and de- 
livered a message from that body announcing 
that it was now in session, and ready to receive 
thesenate. Then the presiding officer (Ingalls) 
said: 

‘Pursuant to order the senate will now pro- 
ceed to the hall of the house of representatives 
to attend the funeral of the chief justice.’’ 

Thereupon the — of senators, 
headed by the chaplain and sergeant-at-arms, 
with the presiding officerand secretary of the 
senate following in the second rank, took up 
its march to the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

There were no spectators in the galleries of 
the senate, no one being admitted to any por- 
tion of the capitol except on presentation of a 
ticket of admission. After the senators had 
left the chamber, five who had been appointed 
as a commitice to&ttend the funeral at Toledyv 
(Senators Sherman, Allison, Evarts, George, 


‘and Gray) came in, wearing white linen. scarfs 


and occupied seats for some time waiting for 
the arrival of the funeral procession. 

As early as eleven o'clock this morning, the 
galleries of the house were crowded with 
spectators, anxious to observe the funeral 
services over the remains of the late chief 
justice, and todo honor to the memory of the 
deceased. The floor ofthe house bore every 
evidence of mourning. Over every doorway 
were heavy draperies of black, and 
the folds of the Amcrican flag 
which hangs over the _ speaker’s chair 
were tastefully caught up with the same em- 
blems of death and sorrow. In the space in 
front of the clerk’s desk were ranged heavy 
ltather covered chairs for the accommodation 
of the relatives and friends of the diseased, the 
president and his cabinet, justices of the su- 

reme court, and funeral committees of both 
Loumas of congress. The front rows of desks of 
members were reserved for senators, while in 
the back of the hall the space was filled with 
chairs for the accommodation of invited friends 
of members, including many ladies. 

Promptly at 11:30, the speaker called the 
house to order. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Dr. Cuthbert. 

The business of the house was then suspend- 
ed, while the officers carried in the bier and 
a gy itin the space in front of the clerk’s 

@s 


At 11:40 o’clock the senate was announced 
and all members remained respectfully stand- 
ing while the senators took the places assigned 
to them, Senator Ingalls oceupying @ chair to 
the right of Speaker Carlisle, 

A few minutes before noon Mrs. Cleveland, 
accompanied by Miss Bayard, entered the ex- 
ecutive gallery of the house, both ladies being 
appropriately dressed in black. 

At five minutes befere 12 o’clock, the pres- 
ident and his cabinet were announced, and 
hundreds of people who had by this time se- 
cured seats in the hall rose. in 
respectful attention as the d8tin- 
guished guests were escorted to their 
seats. Every member ofthe cabinet was pres- 
ent, and with them entered General Sheridan, 
who was clad in full uniform. Ina few min- 
utes afterwards the congressional committee 
entered, followed by the officiating Episcopal 
clergyman, Bishop Paret, reading, ‘The Lord 

ave and the Lord hath taken away; blessed 
the name of the Lord,’’ as the casket en- 
closing the remains was borne into the cham- 
ber and placed upon a bier. The bearers of 
the casket were all employes of the supreme 
court, and behind them, attired in their robes 
of office, came the honorary pallbearers, the 
justices of the court. Members of the con- 
gressional committee wore white sashes fas- 
tened at the skoulder with black 
and white rosettes. The casket, 
which owas rich and magnificent in 
its simplicity, was tastefully adorned 
with crossed palm branches bound together 
with a knot of white satin ribbon, and with a 
floral tribute of yellow roses and white lilies. 

The impressive burial service of the Episco- 
pal eaveh was then read by Bishop Paret, 
music being rendered in an effective manner 
by a choir of eighteen voices to organ accom- 
paniment. The solemnity of the occasion was 
heightened when as Bishop Paret read the 
Apostie’s Creed the vast audience on the floor 
and inthe gallery rose of ove accord and 
joined in the solemn recitation of faith. 

At the conclusion of the services the casket 
was borne from the chamber and the ceremo- 
nies in the house were at an end. 

The house then at 12:45 arene and the 
senate repaired to their chamber and immedi- 
ately adjourned. 

In the corridor, immediately outside of the 
house, a procession was formed of those who 
were to accompany the remains to the depot, 
and the party retraced its steps to the entrance. 
At the foot of the steps the hearse was drawn 
up, and lines composed of four of the capitol 
policemen, the senate and house funeral] com- 
mittees and the officiating clergymen were 
formed, between which the remains were 
slowly borne to the hearse. Following the 
body were justices of the supreme court, the 
family, relatives and intimate friends of the 
deceased. Entering the carriages iu waiting, 
the funeral party was driven immediately to 
the station.

The People Beginning to Grow 
indignant. 


THE BANK EXAMINER ON HAND. 


A Rumor That the Rottenness of the Bank 
Was. Known Before—The Directors 
Kicking— Etc. 

Ratnian, N. C., March 2.—[Special.]— 
There was some abatement today of the ex- 
citement in regard to the broken State Na- 
tional bank of this city. That is,as far as 
outward appearances go, but no doubt there 
was @ven deeper feeling than yesterday on the 
part of losers by the great defalcation of Presi- 
dent Cross and Cashier White. There is a 
general feeling of indignation against the men 
who have done such a villianous piece of work. 
United States Bank Examiner Samuel Mc- 
Dowell Tate, arrived this morning under or- 
ders from the comptroller of currency. 

A meeting of the directors was called, and 
the work of looking into the bank’s condition 
begau. It is not known how long it will take 
to complete the examination. The deposits 
received at the bank Monday were all put 
aside as what may be termed a “special fund,”’ 
with the intention of returning them to the 
depositors. 

This morning the bank examiner said these 
special deposits, all of which were carefully 
put up by the teller, must be held until a re- 
ceiver for the bank is appointed, and that the 
comptroller of the currency would decide as 
to their status. This part of the matter will 
take @ legal aspect, as suit will be at ‘once 
brought to recover the deposits made that day.

| CRASHED THROUGH THE GATES. 


A Bad Accident on the Toledo, Wabash and 
Western Road. 

Cricaaco, March 28.—The fast night express 
on the Michigan Central railroad, which leaves 
this city at 9 o’clock p. m., met with a serious 
accident last night at a crossing a little south 
of Burnsides. A Toledo, Wabashend West- 
ern freight train ran into the rear sleeper 
while under full headway. Many passengers 
were injured. Several were seriously hart, 
but it is not known that any were killed. Only 
a few names of those injured are known. The 
sleeper was derailed and almost entirely do- 
molished. Several freight cars on the freight 
train were te . The enginecr and fire- 
Inan on the freight engine leaped just in time 
to save their lives. 

There is a web of intersecting tracks where 
the accident occurred. The Michigar Central 
has the right of way at all times, and a neg- 
lect of this rule brought about the collision. 
The gates were down as usual and signal 
lights displayed. The express train was crossing 
the tracks of the Wabash and Western when 
the freight train, under a full head of steam, 
broke through the gates and crashed into it. 
The engine struck the sleeper directly in the 
middle, nearly cutting it in two, tore it from 
its couplings and threw it from the tracks. 


or four freight cars telescoped and piled upon 
it. Meanwhile the passengers who were buried 
in the wreck of the sleepers were shouting for 
help. Train men procured lanterns and 
dragged from the wreck a dozen ngers. 
Five of them were severely injured and the 
others badly shaken up. None were fatally 
hurt. Eight passengers, injured slightly, were 
put upon the express train, which proceeded 
within an hour after the ace‘dent. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 28.—The boiler of 
a locomotive attached to an early morning 
passenger train, on tthe New York and New 
England road, due here at 8:15 this morning, 
exploded at about 7:30 o’clock, near North 
Manchester. Half a mile west of the station, 
is a high railroad bridge over Hockanum river. 
As the train approached the bridge, the 
engineer shut off the steam to slow up, when, 
without warning, the boiler burst. he force 
of the shock was terrific. The locomotive was 
shattered, and the tender thrown from the 
track. The momentum ofthe train was suffi- 
clent to push the wrecked engine 200 feet. The 
front platform of the baggage car was 
demolished, but, beyond that, no serious 
damage was done tothe train. The fireman 
was killed instantly, and the engineer died be- 
a reaching Hartford. Nobody else was

The heayy rains 
of today caused a fresh rise in the rivers, and 
from advices received from above it is. prob 
able that the rise will continue during tomor 
row. Should the rain cease tonight, the 
freshet will not be a very serious one. Water 
may cover the lower»portion of Broad street 
to the depth of one ortwo feet. At present, 
7:<O p. m., it will take a rise of more than five 
feet to put the water on the Towest part of 
Broad street. The extent of the freshet will 
depend largely on the rains tonight. Broad 
street presentsa busy scene at this hour. 
Warned by past experience, the merchants are 
rapidly moving their goods to the upper floors, 
and by midnight this work will be accom- 
plished. 

Whatever the result may be, it is safe to ray 
no material loss will ensue. The river is 
now rising at a mcderate rate, and unless this 
rate is accelerated, the streets will still be 
practicaily clear of water tomorrow morning.

~ GOLD BY THE ACRE. 


MACON CUT OFF 
By the Floods Which Prevent Raijroad 


Travel. 


M acon, Ga., March 23.—[Special.]—The re- 
cent heavy rains have caused the river to rise 
to such a heigth as to cause an unusual 
amount of alarm. The last freshet here greatly 
widened the course of the river above the city 
bridge that the present one does not seem 80 
terrible, but below the park, where full sweep 
is left, it can be seen that only a very few feet 
will bring the freshet up to the mark of the 

t Cleveland flood of 1284. The water lacks 
ully eight feet of touching the base of the 
levee near the park entrance, but at the rear 
of the park the water reaches fifteen inches 
above the base, while atthe end of the levee 
the water has backed into the lawer portion of 
the park, not doing any damage in they ark, but 
by stopping the levee at the point, has left a 
wide gap for the water to rush with considera- 
ble fogce through the trestle work on the 
Covington and Macon. raitroad, causing it to 
sag. At the Covington and Macon bridge the 
freshet has doné some damage. The. bridge 
proper stands firm, but the trestle work of 
three hundred yards this sifle has been pushed 
out of place. his was caused by the collecs 
tion of drift wood. Travel on this road is 


managed by using the track of the Central 


milroad until reaching Massey’s mill, where 
it switches into 1ts own.. This injury will be 
remedied as soon as the water subsides. 
Travel on nearly all the railroads 
atly interfered with. ‘Trains on the 
facon and Western, Covington and 
Macon and Southwestern are the only ones 
running up to 6 o’clock. On the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad the last train 
reached here was on yesterday at 5:30, coming 
from the south. A special train from here left 
this evening at 6. The train on the South- 
western railroad, due here at 5:05, did not ar- 
rive here until 12 today. This train came 
through aseao! water.

BRUTAL BEATING OF A BOY, 


Whose Father is Called Up to Answer for 


His Crime. 


Avausta, Ga., March 28. — [Special. ] — 
Wright Smith, a one-legged white man, was 
arraigned before Recorder Dunbar today for 
cruelly whipping his son William, a boy about 
fifteen years old. 

The boy was whipped on the naked back 
with a rawhide, and the convicts who were 
produced before the governor as victims of 
cruel treatment, did not present near such a 
spectacle as did this poor boy. His shirt was 
removed with difficulty from his back, 
which was blue and feverish with cuts and 
sores, and covered all over with livid 
welts. -In dodging the cruel blows he 
received several inthe face, and had severe 
cuts on the forehead, and one across his eye. 
One of the cuts had split one of his ears, and 
altogether the boy wasa pitiable object. The 
recorder sent the father up for ninety days, 
which was the extent of his power in the prein- 
ises, and a case will also be made against him 
in the city court under a special statute. Such 
cruelty from a parent to a child is made a 
misdemeanor, and it is probeble that before 
Mr. Wright Smith gets a chance to whip his 
son again, he will have been pretty thoroughly 
scoured by,the law himself. 

A Cruel Stepmother Kills Her Stepson.

A story of almost savage cruelty comes to us 
from Rovér, about four miles west of the city. 

Will Hall, a young’ negro boy of tender 
ears, was killed by his stepmother, Anna 
Tall, who severely beat him on Saturday last, 
from which effects he died yesterday.

The barkeeper, officer and the cus- 
tomer went to the city barracks and laid the 
case before the chief of police. The stranger, 
after some'contention decided to end the mat- 
ter and did so by returning the three dollars.

‘A HONEY-TREE GROVE, 


How John H. Mitchell Has Made 
Himself Independent. 


The Success ofa Practical and Well Known 
Spalding County Farmer—A Valuable 
Suggestion—Other News, 


From the Griffin, Ga., News. 

A News reporter stepped into the ordinary’s 
office and asked Judge Hammond why he had 
those horse shoes up over his door and re- 
ceived the following reply: 

Well, I put them up there to keep off the 
witches and for good luck. Now, Ican’t say 
whether there is any such thing as luck, but 
there are many who believe that there is every- 
thing init. This class never seems to be bet- 
ter satisfied than when they sit and hold their 
hands, waiting for something to turn up, like 
Wilkins Micawber, who had the twins, or 
rather whose wife had the twins. _He was al- 
ways floating on the surface of the occasion, 
andtrusting to the sublimity of luck. No 
doubt that luck is an elegant thing “provided 
that it ever comes at the right time. But the 
sounder principle is to make use of those tal- 


and carve our own way through surrounding 
difficulties tntil we reach the goal set for our 
attainment. Not being born great, let. us 
bend all our energies to one purpose, and with 
our strength and will, aghieve greatness rather 
than sit passively and trust to luck, to haye 
greatness thrust upon us. : 
‘Let us b2 up and doing, 
With a heart for every fate, 
Still achieving, still putsuing, 
Learn to Jabor and to wait.” 

These thoughts have been suggested by a 
visit I made a week ago last Sunday, to John 
H.Mitchells. I found this gentleman at home 
with his family, and my wife and I received a 
most hearty and cordial welcome and spent a 
happy day. 
ner and I tried to do full justice to their boun- 
tiful hospitality and I guess I did it. Mr. 
Mitchell is one of our stirring, active, busi- 
ness farmers, Who lets no grass grow under his 
feet. He always says come on boys rather 
than goon. He moves and his work moves 
with him; he does not wait for luck, but trusts 
to vim and energy. He isa practical as well 
as an experimental farmer—he works to utilize 
everything and waste nothing. pe 

After dinner we were sitting in his front 
piazza, smoking, and I discovered some bees 
going in and out of a knot in one of the large 
oak trees in front of his dwelling. This tree 
is known to be over a hundred yearsold. I 
learned that several years ago a swarm of bees 
assembled in that tree as their new home, and 
they have lived and worked there ever since. 
After they had been there three years the 
colony had become very large and strong, and 
no attempt had ever been made to rob thei of 
their honey. At last Mr. Mitchell came to 
the conclusion that_the tree must be full ot 
honey, from seeing large numbers of flies and 
becs around the root of the tree; so he set to 
work to devise some meansto get the honey 
without cutting the tree down. After apply- 
ing all the tests known to bee men, he satisfied 
himself that the tree was full, and then‘de- 
cided to tap it like a fellow is tapped for 
dropsy. So he got him a faucet and an 
auger, and bored a hole in the tree near the 
root and then screwed in the faucet and to his 
surprise and great delight a solid stream of 
pure and elegant honey asclear as ¢rystal 
rushed forth, andthe supply seemed, to be 
inexhaustible. It°continued to pour out until 
he had filled six barrels; and he has drawn 
each year since that time from three to four 
barrels of pure strained honey from that old 
oak tree, and up tothis there seems to be no 
signs of a failure of the supply, as the bees are 
still a very strong and healthy colony. 

The same year that Mr. Mitchell tapped the 
old oak tree, there was a new thick growth 
sprung up all around the old oak of an unusual 
appearance, having a smooth bark and thick 
waxy leayes. One day he puiled off one of the 
leaves and put it in his mouth and found 
it to be very sweet, and upon examining 
the place from which he had plucked the 
leaf, he discovered that the plant was 
bleeding or emitting from the wound a’ clear, 
thick looking juice, which upon tasting and 
examination, proved to be honey. He then 
commenced to nurse the new volunteer growth 
with the tendérest care and attention, looking 
after them daily ;and as the summer advanced 
the plants continued to grow,and in the fall he 
selected and transplanted three hundred of 
them in very rich soithirty feet apart, and 
they grew very rapidly, making -a beautiful 
dispiay with their straight, smooth trunks and 
their thick and glossy wax-like leaves; and 
the grove was seen and admired by all for 
miles and miles around. Mr. Mitchell’s idea 
was that as large money was made from the 
sugar maple, by boiling the juice, he ought 
to make more, from a tree that would run pure 
honey, and he was right. When the trees were 
four years old in the fall of the year, they were 
large enough to insert faucets. So he had 
thiee hundred faucets made to- order and 
screwed them into the young trees; and the 
following .spring the result was remarkable. 
Each tree yielded an average of ten gallons of 
the richest golden honey; the following year 
each tree yielded an average of twenty gallons, 
and now the average is about a barrel to each 
tree during the year, and the grove continues 
to grow and flourish and shows no signs of 
failing to supply a bountiful yield in the years 
tocome. The quality of the honey isso fine 
and the flavor is so delicate that it always 
commands the highest prices, and the demand 
is greater than the supply. 

If some of those enterprising artesian well 
men, who are always prospecting and boring 
holes in our county for oil, could succeed in 
sinking a well from which a solidstream of old 
mellow peach brandy would tlow continuously, 
then, indeed, old Spalding county would be a 
new Mecca, and pilgrimages would be made 
from all over this broad country to the’ land 
Which flows with “peaeh and honey.” 

But be that as itanay, the uncertainty of the 
fruit crop, the corn crop, the wheat crop, nor 
the uncertainty of the price of cotton, has any 
terrors for Mr. Mitchell, forso long as these 
golden streams of sweetness comtinue to flow 
from these natura) fountains, his prosperity is 
assured.

He 
is now in his ninety-second year, and is still 
hale and hearty. He frequently walks to town. 
He can see as well as anybody, has never used 
spectacles and can shoot a rifle with as- 
tonishing accuracy. He has never served ona 
jury and never worked a public road. He 
chews tobacco and likes a good toddy; he has 
been married four times, first in 1832, and last 
in 1853, none of his wives having lived long. 
He has been a widower thirty-three years. 
Mr. Ham is truly a remarkable man. He was 
born nearly three years before George Wash- 
ington died, and has lived through the admin- 
istration of every president of the United 
States except that ot President Washington, 
and was living at the close of his second term.

We find that the statements ye- 
ported to have been made by William G. Bartle, who 
acknowledged that the newingy slaughtered dis- 
eased hogs for human food, are wholy unworthy of 
creditand uttcriy false. A transcript of Bartle’s 
testimony nas been sent for by the pork packers of 
this city, and if it is found to agree with the reports 
alreedy made public, specific charges will be made 
against Fartle, and his expulsion from the mer- 
chants exchange will be granted.

By the steamer Kate Adams news of sume 
rather wild doings in Bolivar county, Miss., 
last week has been reccived, that, owing tothe 
remoteness of the river from the telegraph and 
railroad mail service, has failed to reach here 
sooner. It seems that about the middle of last 
week the negroes on the plantation just south 
of Australia landing, in Bolivar county, had a 
grand bal]. This ball was enriched with that 
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usual accompaniment of colored fandangoes, 
which ended in a fracas among the crap-shoot- 
ers. One burly rufiian, in his eager haste to 
sink his successful opponent with a leaden 
bullet, fired wide of his mark, and lodged the 
fatal missile in the bodyofa bystander, caus- 
ing his instant death. Of course this broke up 
the game of craps, but did not complete the 
tragedy. The shor ter was arrested.and con- 
fined in a neighboring saloon, under guard of 
a negro officer, to await an opportunity of re- 
moving him to the jail at the county seat, some 
twenty miles below. It so happened, how- 
ever, thatthe slain darky wasa very popular 
man among his race, and his enraged partisans 
lest no time in organizing a mobto ku-klux 
the murderer. But when the time came to 
use the rope their hearts failed them, and the 
mob retired, with many mauttcrings, for the 
night. On the next night, however, they had 
gained confidence from numbers and reflection 
and proceeded to lyneh the victim of their dis 
pleasure in the most approved style. 

Procuring a good rope, they surrounded the 
saloon and compelled the surrender of the 
trembling prisoner, which was done without 
resistance by the officer. Fastening the rope 
firmly around one foot,they threw the shackled 
negro to the ground, and gathering the rope in 
willing hands, dragged the struggling wretch 
on his back across the levee and toa convenient 
tree several hundred yards away, where, amid 
brutal curses and jeers, they quickly drew him 
up in mid air by a rope around his neck and 
left him hanging. The mob tlten quietly dis- 

ersed to their homes. As in this case both 

u-klux and victim were republicans, the hang- 
ing will hardly be heralded by the northern 
press to the country as a southern ontrage, 
though the result is the same, viz: The repub- 
licans have been deprived of a voter, and 
when the authorities have settled with the 
lynehers it will probably have lost several 
more.

Wednesday, March 28, 1888. 
The following new rules were promulgated : 
R 1 ’ . Ps . 
ule 40, The reporter’s services in reporting 
cases from each circuit skal! be* completed 
(subject to after correction) by the time the 
circuit is reached in its order on the docket, 
aud the report of each case, as soon as prepar- 
ed, shall be filed with the clerk for inspection 
by the counsel interested, as well as by mem- 
bers of the court. When an injunction or oth- 
er case is set for a ent out of its regular 
order, the report of the same shall! be repared 
and filed before the day destenated for the 
argument, whether the circuit has been 
reached or not. And cases put by law at the 
heel of the whole docket shall be reported and 
the reports filed before the heel is reached. 

Rule 41. Upon the call of a case, the offi- 
cial report of it shall be read before the argu- 
ment begins, and thereupon the counsel for 
the parties respectively may read any sugges- 
tions they think proper tesubmit, pointing out 
mistakes or deficiencies in the report, and file 
the same. For the purposes of the argument, 
the official report will be taken as correct ex- 
cept in so far as it is modified by the sugges- 
tions thus submitted, and each party may as- 
sume hisown suggestions well-founded and 
those of his adversary ill-founded, the court 
undertaking to verify the matter by the record, 
after the argument is coucluded. The sugges- 
tions must be brief and pointed in expression, 
and refer to the pages of the record which are 
relied upon for vindicating their truth. 

Rule 42. The reporter shall note on each re- 
port the date of filing the same, and make a 
similar note in his docket or list of cases. 

It is ordered that the foregoing three rules 
be adopted and established from and after this 
date, but not to take effect upon cases now 
on the docket which may be argued before 
reaching the Stone Mountain circuit. It is 
further ordered that so much of the matter 
substituted by order of February &, 1887, for 
rules 12 and 13, as requires indexes of the tran- 
script and bill of exceptions to be made out and 
copies furnished, be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed, — as touching cases argued before 
reaching said circuit.

should further allege that he was not known 
and called by the name under which he was 
indicted. 

3. Where, after counsel for the defendant 
had closed his argument, a controversy arose 
between him and the attorney for the state as 
to whether or not the venue had been proved, 
there was no error on the part of the court in 
stating that it had been testified that the 
offence occurred in Glynn county. The court 
could decide such a controversy,‘if he thought 
proper to do so and remembered the testi- 
mony. Ifhe did not remember it, he could 
allow the witness to return to the stand to 
testify as to whether or not he had sworn that 
the offence was committed in that county; or, 
in his discretion. the court might allow the 
witness to testify originally as to the venue. 

4. Where it appears that the witness had 
previously testitied as to the venue, after his 
reintroduction to settle a congroyersy respect- 
ing his former testimony on that subject alone, 
there was no error in refusing to allow counsel 
for the defendant jo reargue the entire case, 
the court stating that it had been fully argued 
already.

The republican party of the north will 
no doubt be delighted to know that the re- 


‘publicans of the south are in a state of 
greater activity than they have ever been.

g. 0. p., lose the only issue it has, and if 
the colored contingent continues to raise 
the bloody shirt in its ranks, there is great 


danger that the party might be forced to 


‘abandon the bloody siirt how! against the 
“@emocracy, as one bloody shirt is about all 
that one party can manage at a time. 

The Georgia .republicans are holding dis- 
trict conventions to elect delegates to the 
Chicago convention. Several of these dis- 
trict conventions have been held, and the 
police have generally been the intermedi- 
ators at the mectings. In Augusta it took 

‘the fire department and the police force to 
maintain harmony, and the Atlanta conven- 
tion fought over four squares and threugh 
eight turbulent hours to decide what it was 
after.

Germany’s Future Ruler. 

The rule of the Emperor Frederick will 
not be felt in Germany, so far asthe person- 
ality of the unhappy invalid is concerned. 
The emperor is a very sick man, and it is 
not likely that he will ever be an active fac- 
tor in the government of his empire. 

But, in the natural course of events, the 
Germans will very soon see an emperor on 
the throne whose power will be felt through- 
out the land, from the palace down to the 
hovel. It may be that the young crown 
prince is not so black as he has been painted, 
but if there is any foundation for the stories 
told about him, the people who live under 
his reign deserve to be pitied. We are told 
that the crown prince hates the English, 
hates the Jews, hates his mother, and hates 
almost everything except himself and such 
things as may be counted on to increase his 
power. He waits impatiently for the soy- 
ereign sway and masterdom that will be his 
upon the death of his father. He makes no 
secret of the scorn he feels for peace and 
peaceful men and measures. In his eyes 
war is the only occupation or pastime fit for 


“men, and he longs for the time to come 


when it shall be in his power to turn Europe 
jnto a battlefield. 

This bloody-minded_ prince cares nothing 
for family ties. He treats his mother with 
brutal insolence. He is dominated by a sin- 
gle idea, the determination to rule or ruin. 

Perhaps just such a combination of folly 
and wickedness may work out beneficially 
in the long run. In the past nations have 
risen against such rulers, and signalized 
their successful revolt by establishing a gov- 
ernment of the people. Such may be the 
destiny of the Germans. .

Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson, whose writ- 
ings are usually full of that delightful qual- 
ity which may be described as the love of 
life, contributes to current Scribner a 
gloomy and forbidding essay which he en- 
titles ‘‘Pulvis et Umbra.’’ His style is fine 


and, under his treatment, it is indeed a black 
and dismai affair. 

Out of matter comes life—-that is to say, 
when matter is not purified by the lustra- 
tion of fire, it rots uncleanly into some- 
thing we call life. Thus Mr. Stevenson. 
A part of this life is dumb, another part, 
swelling into independent tumors, becomes, 
by an abhorrent prodigy, locomotory. This 
locomotory result of matter is a vita! pu- 
tressence of the dust—an eruption which, in 
two main shapes, the animal and vegetable, 
covers the countenance of the earth. 

Man, to follow Mr. Stevenson, is a mon- 
strous spectre. the disease of the aggluti- 
nated dust—a mystery from first to last, the 
heart of which lies in the fact that he has 
a thought of duty—a thought strange to the 
point oflunacy. It is a bosom thought, 
making martyrs where it transcends itself, 
and creating neighborliness and charity 
where it conforms’ to the average man, in 
common with the dog, the pismire, and the 
scarabeus tries to do his duty, but cannot. 
He tries to be religious, and he fails, and he 
tries in vain te be even deéeent. 

Surely this is a dark picture for Mr. Stev- 
enson to draw. It may represent fairly one 
of his moods when he is weeping for the 
stimulus of some such narcotic as tobacco or 
beer, but it no more represents life than Jo- 
Jo, the Russian with a dog’s face, repre- 
sents man. It is a mood, moreover, that 
has been more eloquently described by Sir 
Thomas Browne, and in a larger and amore 
humane way. 

Pesimism is a very pretty thing on a 
rainy day, when the east wind is blowing 
and the liver is out of order. But Mr. Stev- 
enson’s disorder lies deeper. He is ill 
enough just now, when the humors of 
spring ‘are rising in his body, to discover 
vast deposits of urie acid in the skies that 
are so bluetothe restofus. He is evi- 
dently a verysick man; but, in spite of his 
sickness, the earth is beaming with joy and 
happiness. Living isa delight to those who 
know how to live, and death is not a dole- 
ful affair to those who know how to dic. 

Mr. Stevenson should brace up and take a 
large North American pill.

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Mr. Chamberlain Speaks at a 
‘ Banquet. 
He Was Agreeably Surprised at His Warm 
Reception by the People of the United 
States—Other Foreign News. 


Loxpow, March 28.—Jos. Chamberlain was 
presented with the freedom of the city of Bir- 
mingham today. He made a speech, in which 
he referred to his visit to the United States» 
He said that the first object of the fisheries 
commission was to cultivate a friendly and 
neighborly feeling between the United States 
and Canada, and to endeavor to reniove all 
possible causes of misunderstanding. Even if 
a final settlement of the fisheries question was 
delayed the commission might, with confi- 
dence, assert that they had paved the way for 
an aniicable arrangement of all differences 
between Great Britain and the United States. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s remarks were greeted with 
cheers. 

The mayor of Birmingham presided at a 
banguet given to Mr. Chamberlain in the 
evening. Mr. Chamberlain, responding toa 
toast to his health, expressed his thanks for 
the kindness shown him. He said that he had 
accepted the mission to America as a public 
duty, without great hopes of success, but con- 
fident of the sympathy of his countrymen and 
of leniency on their part in judging results. 
He was happy to say thatall anticipations of 
evil had been without foundation. 7 

Instead of the cool reception predicted for 
him, he had been received with a warmth of 
hospitality and kindness for which he was to- 
tally unprepared. He had now almost as many 
friends across the Atlantic as at home, and he 
had contragted obligations in America which 
he was only too glad to acknowledge he could 
nevez adequately repay. He had found the 
American plenipotentiaries men of distin- 
guished ability, firm in the defense of their 


rights, but of fair judicial minds, jeal- 
ous of the honor and = good faith 
of the American people, and anxious 


to promote an honorable and amicable settle- 
ment. On the other hand, the Canadians were 
eaually desirous to deal with the matter in a 
spirit of equity, and were willing to surrender 
a strict interpretation of their. rights, in the 
hope of promoting neighborly intercourse. 
Now that the task of the commissioners was 
finished, the prophets of evil were again at 
work, but he hoped they would again be mis- 
taken. 

Referring to Secretary Bayard’s opinion that 
the treaty conceded all that in reason and j us- 
tice the American fishermen could ask, he said 
that the rejection of such an olive branch 
would throw a heavy responsibility upon the 
shoulders of those who would prolong danger- 
ous antagonisin in the religious belief in Amer- 
ica and Great Britain. He would like to say a 
word in regard to impressions received by him 
in his first—but he hoped not his last—visit to 
America.

months ofa year under prohibition andthe first 
four months of the present year uncer high license 
may be interestiug. The number ot saloons before 
prohibition were ninety-two. Under high license 
the number is seventy-one, which shows twenty- 
one barrooms decrease under high license. Not- 
withstanding the decreased number of saloons 
under high license, the number of cases for drunk- 
enness is greatly in excess of the period when low 
license existed. 

The first four months of 1895, under low licenses 
shows, from the docket, 353 cases of drunkenness. 

The first four months of 1887, under pronibition, 

-shows 273 cases, 

The first four months of 1888, under high license, 
shows $18 cases for drunkenness. In each instance 
December of the previous year is counted as oné of 
the four months.

Features of the Speculative Movément in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, Mareh 23—[Special.}—There ‘vas some 
disappointment carly today on ’change because of 
the weak and hesitating condition of the leading 
speculative grain markets.

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~ COLONEL HULBERT. 


Details of the Death and Career 
of this Distinguished Citizen. 


An Interesting Sketch of His Life—His Rail- 
road Enterprises—Working for Geor- 
gia and Atlanta—The Funeral. 


In yesterday’s Constitution there was a 
brief announcement of Colonel] Edward Hul- 
bert’s death, which sad event took place only 
alittle while before the paper went to press— 
too late for a longer notice to be written. 

But, short as was that announcement, it was 
long enough to tell a mournful tale, which 
caused sorrow in many a household yesterday. 

Colonel] Hulbert had been confined to his 
room for six or eight weeks, and his physicians 
from the first regarded his condition as serious. 
There was a change for the betterafew days 
ago, however, and it was believed the sufferer 
would recover. Night before last Colonel 
Fiulbert grew worse, and a few minutes before 
So'’clock yesterday morning he died. When 
he passed away he was surrounded by mem- 
bers of his family. 

For many years Colonel Hulbert has lived in 
Georgia, aud much of his life was ag in At- 
lanta. There were few men in the state 80 
widely known as he was. Both in state affairs 
and in city matters he played a conspicuous 

art. 

; Colonel Hulbert was a northerner by birth, 
and agentieman in his tastes and mode of 
life. He never, however, lost his northern 
energy and mental activity, and wasall through 
his lifeindustrious and alert. 

He was born inasmall town in Connecti- 
cut in 1825. Hecame of good stock, his par- 
ents being among the most prominent people 
of the place. He received the best schooling 
that the townafforded and made the most of 
his advantages. Even as a boy he evinced a 
penchant for mathematics, and his acquire- 
ments inthis line made him in later yearsa 
great statistician. Before he was twenty 
years old he came tothe south and settled in 
Alabama, where he remained some five or s!x 
years. From Alabamahe went to Augusta, 
from which he removed to West Point. Here 
he served for three years as agent of the A 
Jantaand West Point railroad. In this ca- 
pacity he demonstrated his business qualities 
and showed considerable knowledge of practi- 
cal railroading. Soon afterward he was made 
superintendent of the southern division of 
ro to Express company. This place was 
given him because of a fine piece of detective 
work he did for the company. An agent of 
the company stcle a package containing $30,- 
000. He secreted the package and cut a hole 
in the pouch, which contained other packages 
of the same size. Instead of putting his pack- 
age into the pouch he dropped it behind and 
covered it with sawdust on the floor. The 

ouch was found to be one package short when 
ft reached Lynchburg and it was immediately 
returned to the place from where it started. 
Mr. H. B. Plant and the other offices began 
an investigation and Colonel Hulbert was 
called into their council. He undertook to 
out the dishonest agent and 
in a few days secured his arrest and 
recovered the siolen money. This was re- 
garded as a clever piece of detective work, and 
Mr. Plant rewarded Colonel Hulbert by ap- 
pointing him superintendent of the southern 
department of the expressservice. This posi- 
tion he retained for several years, and he dis- 
charged its duties with fidelity and ability. 
He was appointed by General Pope, in July, 
1866, superintendent of registration for the 

ate of Georgia. He accepted the position 
whilst 
holding the place, had occasion to display his 
ability as a mathematician. But he 
did not relinguish his other position, 
for by unusual industry he was able to dis- 
charge the duties of both positions. It was 
about this time that Georgia wasin the throes 
of reconstruction. Colonel Hulbert was a 


staunch republicau in politics, and was active 
in his efforts tocarry the state for Governor 
Bullock, who was in the field against General 
Gordon. As superintendent of rcgistration, 
Colonel Hulbert was in a position to exert a ! 
potent influence in the contest. He was charged 

with manipulating the registration books in 

the interest of the republican candidate. When ! 
the election was over Bullock was declared 
elected, and many ascribed that result to Colo- 
nel Hulbert’s adroit management of the figures. 
At any rate, Governor Bullock appreciated the 
services of Colonel Hulbert, and showed that 
pe po agp by appointing him superintendent 
of the Western and Atlanticrailroad. Colonel 
Hulbert accepted this place, and resigned his 
other positions. Soon <cfter his appointment 
he began devising schemes to attract to Geor- 
gia northern capitalists. He saw that what 
the south most needed was immigrants and 
capital and he worked tireless!y to bring them 
here. He believed firmly in the greatness of 
the south. and of Georgia in particular. He 
wrote articles for the press and made speeches 
in advocacy of his project. He was familiar 
with the resources of Georgia, and was never 


so happy as when dilatingupon them. He be- 
came disgusted with the methods of the repub- 
licans and not infrequently took issue with 
them on important questions. He was an hon- 
est man, and could not remain siient while the 
republicans were despoiling thestate. He was 
outspoken, too, and fearless. °‘ He 
did not hesitate to denounce iniquities in high 
places. Of course, this was distasteful 
to the republicans, who began to think that 
Colonel Hulbert should be deposed. In 1868, 
Governor Bullock wrote Colonel Hulbert a 
letter, stating that he was forced to ask his 
resignation. Colonel Hulbert was indignant, 
but at once decided to comply with Governor 
Bullock’s request. Accordingly, the first of 
January, 1869, his resignation was sent in and 
he stepped down end out, to make way for 
Foster Biodgett. 

In 1870 Colonel Hulbert again took an ac- 
tive part in railroading. He was superinten- 
tendent of the construction and transportation 
department of the Brunswick and Albany 
railroad. It was he who first conceived the 
tdea of the Georgia Pacific railway, and he 
was largely instrumental in its building. For 
seyeral years Colonel Hulbert was in Indiana 
superintending the construction: of railways. 
He was appointed superintendent of one of the 
narrow gauge roads in that state. He did not 
like this part of the country, so he came back 
to Atlanta and remained here ever since. He 
became dceply interested in various industrial 
enterprises in Atlanta and exerted all his 
energies in pushing them forward. The At- 
lanta Manufacturers’ association was formed. 
and he was chosen secretary. The success of 
the association was due tohis indefatigable 
work. He wrote a pamphlet showing the ad- 
vantages of Georgia and Atlanta. This little 
book contains a vastamount of valuable in- 
formation. It was sent by the thousands to all 
parts of the United States. Colonel Hulbert 
Was earnest in advocating the Picdmont expo- | 
sition, and he was superintendent of the Talla- 
—_ display. When the National Brother- 

ood of Locomotive Engineers met in Atlanta 
last year Colonel Hulbert was invited to de- 
liver an address. His oration was one of great 
power and beauty. It so impressed the engi- 
necrs that they determined to testify their ap- 
preciation in a subsiantial way. Consequently, 
they gave Colonel Hulbert a beautiful gold- 
headed stick. 

Colonel Hulbert was not an ordinary man. 
He was an accomplished scholar, aremarkable 
statistician, a forcible writer, a tluent conver- 
sationalist and a clear and vigorous speaker. 
He has done as much as, if not more than, any 
other man in fostering home enterprises and 
stimulating indus of various sorts. He 
was a man of the people, a fricnd of the laborer 
and the proponent of every measure looking 
toward the improyeiment of the !aborer’s con- 
dition and the elevation of the masses. He 
heted shams, and his knife was always open to 
a, the bubbles of humbuygery. Colonel 

ulbert had rather peculiar notions abeut 
religion. Ho was opposed to churches holding 
meetings during the week days, and often re- 
marked: ‘The Bible says six days shalt thou 
labor.”’ He was charitable, and dispensed 
many favors to the poor, but he was unosten- 


tatious in his giving. He was aman who will 
be missed. He leaves a wife, twosons and a 
daughter.
